HE CONCURRED IN IT 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., April 26.—"The 


talk about the 'suppression of the re- 
port' is nonsense," said Colonel Roose- 
velt last night, in a. statement setting 
forth his connection with the Interna- 
tional Harvester company case. Colonel 
Roosevelt asserted that at a meeting 
with his cabinet, at which Mr. Taft 
was present, it was decided that the 
bureau of corporations be instructed to 
complete its investigation of the Har- 
vester company before any suit was in- 
stituted, following the usual course •„•! 
procedure in such cases. Mr. Taft, he 
added, concurred in this decision. 


During the remainder of his adminis- 


tration, a period of a year and a half, 
Colonel Roosevelt said, the commission- 
er of corporations was unable to com- 
plete his investigation. He said that 
in the three years of the present ad- 
ministration Mr. Taft al any time could 
have ordered the attorney general to 
bring suit against the Harvester com- 
pany, or could have requested the com- 
missioner of corporations to hasten his 
investigation, but that Mr. Taft hnd 
taken no action "except that now tak- 
en five days before the Massachusetts 
primary." 


Colonel Roosevelt also paid that when

brought against the Morgan interests 
in 11104. he "was expecting to mn for 
president, but that when the. Harvest- 
er company matter came up in 1007 iie 
knew he would not be n. candidate the 
following year, so that if the action 
taken in this case did src-iro the good 
will of "any of thr Morgan interests 
for anybody, it secured their good will 
for Mr. Taft.''

Boston, April 26.—President T*ft last 


night cast aside hi» policy of avoiding 
personalities in his campaign, for 
r«- 


nomination and devoted his entire speech 
to an attack upon Colontl Roosevelt and 
a defense of himself »nd hi» administra- 
tion against charges Colontl Roosevelt 
recently has made on the,stump. 


Mr. Taft's speech bristled with counter- 


charges against his predecessor in the 
white house. 
He declared that Mr. 


Roosevelt had wilfully misrepresented 
him, 
had falsely distorted some of his 


public utterances, had failed to live up 
to hie policy of a square deal, and had 
violitcd a solemn promise to the Ameri- 
can people not to be a candidate for a 
third term. 


"That promise and his treatment of 


it," said Mr. Taft, "only throws an in- 
forming light on the value that ought 
now to be attached to any promise of 
this kind he may make for the future." 


Would Mike Job Permanent. 


Declaring that'Mr. Roosevelt "ought 


not to be selected as a candidate of any 
party," Mr. Taft said that tho former 
president might now be paving the way. 
if successful in the present campaign, to 
remain the chief executive of the nation 
for us many terms as his natural 
life 


would permit. 


"If he is necessary now to the govern- 


ment, why not later?", asked the presi- 
dent. 


Mr. Taft referred to somo of 
Mr. 


Kooscvclt'fi charges against him as the 
"loose and vague indictment of one who 
docs not know and who depends only 
upon second-hand information for his 
statement." 


The president said that his-speech last 


night was one of the most painful duties 
of his life; that it was in response to 1111 
obligation that he owend the republican 
party which selected him as its candi- 
date, and to the "American people who 
elected him president. 


"It grows," ho said, "out of a phase of 


national politics and national life that T 
believe to bo unprecedented in our his- 
tory. 
f?o unusual ia the exigency that 


the ordinary rules of propriety that limit 
and restrict'a president in his public ad- 
dresses must be laid aside, and the cold, 
naked truth must be stated in such n 
way that it shall serve us a warning to 
the people of tho United States."

NAVY YARDS WEAK 


New York. April 26.—Secretary of the 


Navy Meyer told the Efficiency society 
at its recent banquet how cweful study 
in the navy had multiplied, the .efficiency 
of the American war craft at least 1,200 
times since the Spanish war. 


Tho system followed, according to the 
ecretary, WHS practice and encoiirage- 
nent. Bonuses are paid to the men •who 
how especial aptitude for work, and 
iromotion is certain. The greatest im- 
>rovement has been made in gunnery 
nd the weak point of the naval admin- 
stration, as Secretary Meyer KM it, is 
n tho maintenance of so many navy 
varda and the lack of fund* to pltco 
hem on the strict military basis. 


The Santiago victor}' showed tho navy 


lieada the alarming weakncis of tho 
tVmcrican navy in gunnery, «Jid begin- 
ning at that time each step of firing a 
pin was carefully watched and timed, 
\nd effort was made at once to improve 
it. First camo tlia selection of men with 
special aptitude for certain work; sight 
setters, plug men and loaders were cho-sen 
rarefully and drilled slowly until letter 
perfect "in their movements, and then 
speed was added. Each time they per- 
formed the functions assigned to them 
they were required to do it a little 
quicker, until what is regarded as a 
human minimum has been attained. 


Sudden Practice Required. 


Also "smooth sea" target practices be- 


came only an incident in the work, for 
practice was required at unexpected and 
frequent intervals, in storms, rough sea, 
fog and snowfall. The result is that the 
"smooth sea" ship has disappeared and" 
every vessel in the navy' is ready for th« 
fray'in any weather and is guaranteed to 
give a good account of itself. 


In this practice casualties have been 


simulated 
and 
unexpected 
difficulties 


have been thrown in the way of tho men 
by officers controlling the fire. As to the 
battle mimicry, Secretary Meyer laid: 


"In the competitive battle firing condi- 


tions are made just as severe as those 
that would obtain in actual action. The 
firing vessel has no knowledge of the 
course, speed and distance of the f target 
vessel. All the information she has is 
that somewhere on the horizon, at a. dis- 
tance of ten miles or more, is a column 
of smoke which marks the target ves- 
sel ati which she is to shoot. 
She 


steams toward it at her best speed and 
opens fire at whatever range she chooses; 
but the value of hitting at long ranges 
is vitally impressed on her by the 
amount that' is added to or subtracted 
from her score for the shot* that '^t be- 
yond 12,000 yards, or nnder that mark. 
The whole firing is over in four minutes 
and the ship has no other chance to make 
good if she fails in this. No excunes are 
accepted for failure of guns to fire, for 
breakdowns of any character, or for any 
faults of personnel or material. 


1,200 Times.Better in Gunnery. 


"As evidence of the value of compe- 


tition in gunner)- a comparison Is made 
with the Yighting efficiency of .the ves- 
sels during the Spanish-American war 
and at present. The percentage of hits 
in 1888 was 3y2 with the large guns fir- 
ing about once in five minutes^ at short 
range.

. gagements followed by a secret marriage 


too often lead to imliappiness and dis- 
ruption of the home. To be engaged is 
fascinating to young girls and many an 


toction to fcoth man and women against 
lueh suit* unjustly 
and 
spitefully 


brought. 
"In many untanees I believe that big- 


awy could" be prevented by the necessity 
of 'securing such a permit for engage-1 
qtent. Many men who commit this crime | 
marry under their own nauie and in the I 
same" city in. which their legal wife re-j 
sides. If this man's name was on the 
register of engagements and he attempt- 
ed to take out another license, then he 
could be punished for perjury at any 
rate and the marriage to the innocent 
girl stopped.

In cases of girls not of the age of dis- 
cretion it should be necessary to obtain 
the consent of the parents or guardians. 
In the present day the parent seems s. 
secondary consideration. 


"Engagements are entered into every 


day and marriages made between per- 
sons absolutely unfit for married life. 
Health, physical and mental conditions 
are not taken into consideration, and 
marriages made between couples men- 
tally deficient and physically below the 
standard only tend toward the procre- 
ation of the mentally deficient and phys- 
ically weak. If this were taken in time, 
at the time of the engagement, and a 
record was kept of whether or not the 
license had been granted or refused, and 
on what basis, when it came to tlie mar- 
riage the last step would be prevented 
and a coming generation saved 
from 


much trouble. 


Blow to Breach of Promise Suits. 
"Anther thing. Many of the suits for 


breach of promise that are brought on 
flimsy evidence would be stopped, for if 
the engagement license was not taken 
:out and it could not be proved by a mat- 
,t?r pf record that the proposal was made 
a~nd""SJfceptcd,. the case would assume a 
different aspect. This would be a pro-

Before he was twenty years old ha had 
gained fame a* a writer.

views were characterized by extreme sub- 
jective Idealism. 


Soon after his promotion, In 1724. to the 


deanery of Derry he published a work 
called "Proposals for the Conversion of the 
American Savages to Christianity by the 
Establishment of a College In the Bermuda 
Islands." Money was raised by subscrip- 
tion, and Berkeley resigned his post and 
set sail for America with several people 
of similar mind to establish his college, of 
which he was to bt> tho first president 


Ho landed In Newport, only to find that 


tho plans had miscarried. The assistance 
of Parliament, which had been, promised, 
•was not forthcoming. 
Berkeley, undls- 


couraged. remained here for seven years, 
spending nearly all of Tils fortune in tho 
vain attempt to carry out his scheme. 


Upon his return to the Old World he 


wrote numerous phillsophlcal, resiilous 
famous. This work was the foundation of and politico-economical work*. He died at 
the modem psyeho-psyslolojlcal investlBa- Oxford, January 14, 1753.

PUBLIC IS INDIGNANT 


•\luskogee, Okla.. April 26.—There is 


much astonishment in Oklahoma over the 
giving of a lease on all the sand and 
gravel rights in the beds of the Arkansas 
and Grand rivers to the Builders' Sand 
aud Gravel company of Oklahoma City, 
by the state school land commission, of 
which Gov. Lee Cruce ia a member. 


The lease is in effect a monopoly upon i 


this valuable building material. An in- 
teresting fact is that A. C. Cruce, brother 
of Governor I.ee Cruce; Judge C. B. Stu- 
art, variously employed as a special at- 
torney by the state administration, and 


. A*. Ledbetter, lately general counsel 
r the Waters-Pierce Oil company, and 
iployed as special attorney 
by 
the 


clnhoma state banking board, in cou- 
ction with the failure of the Columbia 
ank aud Tnut Co., are the principal 
ockholdcrs in this sand and 
gravel 


nipany. Other lawyers, associates of 
iesc three men, are members. 
The conditions of the lease are un 
sual. covering the, entire bed of the Ar 
ansns river in Oklahoma, and the bed 
f Grand river for a distance upstream 
en miles from its mouth. These two 
ivers for many years have been th 
rincinal source of supply for sand ami 
.ravel for building purposes not only 11 
lastern Oklahoma, but also for a Inr^e

State to Get a Royalty. 


The lease grants to the Builders' com 


panv exclusive rights to the sand an 
gravel, in exchange for a royalty to tl 
state ot 2'A cents a cubic- yard on a 
sand and 3% cents a cubic yard on a 
"ravel that may he fold. There is a fu 
ther concession by which the Builder 
company, without cost to the state, 
to establish in court the state's leg 
ownership to the saud and gravel in the 
river beds, and in 'addition is to recoy 
from private operating companies the 
value of all sand and gravel taken from 
these rivers since statehood. In payment 
for this latter service the Builders com- 
pany is to receive a. fee of 25 per cent, 
of all moneys recovered. If the company 
should win' in these suits it is believed 
that its compensation would amount to 
several hundred thousand dollars. 


At the time the lease was granted the 


secretary of state, Benjamin Harrison, 
proposed that tH lease should be sub- 
cct to competitive bidding after 
the 


matter bad been advertised legally, and 
that the state receive a royalty of 12'/2 
nor cent, of the gross output. This pro- 
posal was rejected, and the least granted 
without being advertised. 


The grant has aroused indignation in 


Eastern Oklahoma, especially at Musko- 
gee and Tulsa. 
It is understood the 


Builders''company is to levy a bonus ot 
10 cents a cubic yard on all sand ana 
crave! taken from these rivers, which 
would leave the company a profit of 7% 
cents a yard on sand and 6'/a cents a 
yard on gravel.

Jon and many other Virginian colonists he 
Joined Braddock's expedition. 


He WHS severely wounded In the\dlsas 


trous battle of the Monougahela. which re 
suited in the death o£ Braddock. He re 
turned to Virginia, and upon his recovery 
retired again into private life. 


The Revolution brought him back to the 


ranks of the fighters. He was again asso- 
ciated with Washington, this time in the 
memorable campaign in New Jersey 
which "General Mercer met his fate. 


On January 3. 1777, the van of Wash- 


ington's array encountered a division of 
the British troops already on their way to 


join Cornwallis. At first the American 
militia gave -way, but Washington, comlnS u 
up with a select corps, turned the tide of. 
battle and routed the enemy. 


The loss of the British in killed, wounded 


and prisoners was about four hundred men. 
The American loss did not exceed thirty 
men, 
but, unfortunately, gallant General 


Mercer was one ot them. He was regarded 
as one of Washington's best officers, and 
his funeral at Philadelphia was attended 
by thirty thousand persons, a testimonial 
to the esteem in which the Scotch surgeon 
was held.
